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REMARKS

Claims 1-5 are pending in this application. Claim 1 is independent. The 
remaining claims depend, directly or indirectly, from claim 1, 

II. Rejection under 35 U.S.C § 103 

Claims 1-5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 5,876,602 ("Jons") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,547,575 ("Demmer"). 
Claim 1 has been amended as suggested by the Examiner to place it in condition for 
allowance. Therefore, claim 1 is now patentable over Jons and Demmer, whether 
considered separately or in combination. Further, claims 2-5, depending directly or 
indirectly from claim 1, are likewise patentable. Accordingly, withdrawal of this 
rejection is respectfully requested.
